Council has dropped into tbe habit 
of assembling later thau tbe jjener 
ally accepted hour, and it was 7:30 
o'clock when Mr. Tub called tbe 
members lourder Tuesday evening. It 
waft bot but the members worked bard 
and a large amount of business was 
transacted iu two bours. 


Solicitor McDowell presented the 
report ou the Cherry street property. 
it bad been made out uy Deputy Au- 
ditor Fisher and Deputy Treasurer 
Randies, and showed the frontage, 
tbe assessment fur paving purposes 
and tbe value of tbe prupeny as listed 
for taxation. 
Three objections had 
been filed by property owners wbuse 
land fronts on 
Cherry and other 
streets, and as the courts have decid- 
ed lots of this character have fronts 
on each street the matter was passed. 
It was also stated that these lots were 
originally platted to front on Cherry. 
There were no residents of Cberrr 


present tc protest against tbe action 
of coi ncil, and council was of the 
opinion that protests bad been made 
because property owuers believed the 
paving vtoutd cost each oue nut less 
than 8-20 a year. 
Many want tbe 


improvement, it was stated, and coun- 
cil believed tbe majority should rule. 
The cost of tbe improvement to the 
property owners will be 813.043.35, 
and to tbe city $3,024. 


Mr. Shaw moved the clerk certify to 


Lhe report of the assessing board for 
Cherry street and it be placed on tbe 
tax duplicate. The motion was car- 
ried, and Cherry will be paved. 


New Sidewalk Or«Ji«a«ce. 


Solicitor McDowell said the assess- 


ing ordinance for Walnut-Cambridge 
Had not been prepaied by Engineer 
Banion becaose'he bad been called 
out of town but it. would be presented 
at the next meeting. 
The solicitor explained an ordinance 


providing for sidewalks. It U for tne 
jjurposeof keeping the sidewalks of 
ihe city in repair, providing for new 
walks and prohibiting cinder walks. 
[L makes it tbe dutj of ali companies 
.ay ing pipes to replace sidewalks and 
;nard openings with lights at night. 
The superintendent of 
the water 


works is to have personal charge of 
the lights in use by his department. 
The city engineer is to provide speci- 
trcations for sidewalks on every street. 
of the city. Every sidewalk is to be 
>f brick ur cement and the slope to 
he curb must be no more than half 
an inch in a foot. The engineer is to 
give the grade for sidewalks.and walks 
must be put down when COUMCH so de- 
cides. 


Mr. Powelson objected to imposing 


a penalty upon property owners for 
refusing to put, down walks on the 


round that the city should do the- 


work and assess it against, tbe prop 
erty. 


"It is done in maoy cities. They do 
t in Zanesville." said the solicitor. 


'•And they have the worst sidewalks 
[ ever saw in Zanesville" 


Mr. Johnson agreed with Mr. Powel- 
sun. 


Tbe ordinance is sweeping in its 
provisions so far as excavations iu 
ide walks are concerned and provid's 
hai tbe walk must be replaced in 
good condition as 
<?oxin as the work for 


which tbe opening was made is com- 
peted. Failure to comply with this 
irovision is to be punished bv fine and 
mprisonment. 
The ordinance was referred to ordi- 
nance committee, the engineer and 
solicitor on motion of Mr. Shaw. 


"Quite a few people have come to 


see me regarding sidewalks," said 
Mayor Rkiner. "Some want to wait 
until streets are paved before putting 
down wains." 


"1 thinK it would be a good idea to 
establish grades on these streets," 
said Mr, Powelson. 
"It would be 


money well expended, and then walk.s 
can be put down long before the pav- 
ng is done."' 
"Thit'srighV said Mr. Johnson, 
"but in the past grades have been es- 
tablished and lost." 


"What I wanted to say,"' said tbe 


mayor, "is that I would like to have 
.be sidewalk committee help me in 
ocating these bad walks. I will look 
after those below the Pan Handle if 
they will look after tbe walks in the 
upper part of town."

General Coun- 
sel Miller sat alone to represent the 
Hitt. chairman of the foreign affairs 
committee, felicitating Cuba on her ia- ; defendants, though there were many

Dr. Edson was seen 
at his home In New Torfc and asked if 
he thought It possible for the human 
race to give op meat, altogether and ob- 
tain the same sastenance from other 
foods,

"It f«n be! done perfectly.** he de- 


clared. "I taint all scientists will 
agree that come day we will all be 
vegetarians. Instead of abattoirs we 
shall hare manufactories for food 
products containing the proteids, the 
carbohydrates and the fats In suffi- 
cient proportions to enpport human 
nfe. 


"The proteids. sometimes caned the 


albnmenoids, which we get In meat are 
also contained In certain vegetables. 
Tate beans, for Instance, or even fish, 
and the same properties are foirad. 
We find them also In tbe casein of 
miHr and cheese. Aside from milk, tie 
food containing the most albnmenoid 
and proteid matter Is the egg. 


"The banana is a universal food and 


contains all the elements In pretty 
nearly the correct proportion necessa- 
ry to support life, build up the body 
and ran the fires of life. 


"The laboring man, for Instance, 


needs at least 120 grams of proteid 
matter, 56 grams of fat and 500 grama 
of 
carbohydrates — that Is. sogar. 


bread, etc.—a day. Of these things the 
proteid matter Is absolutely essential. 
The cheapest way of getting proteid Is 
through sklmmilk. It la estimated that 
e&tuudlk is about one-third the value 
of pure milk and that a given amount- 
say a gram—of proteid matter In the 
form of stich milfe costs one-fourth of 
•what it would in the form of beef— 
that la. one-fotrrth of whet the price 
of beef was before the recent raise ia 
the market. 


"These same properties that are 


found In meats are found, then. In 
cheese, sfcimmUk, beans and bananas 
and maJja one Jnst &a strong and as 
rigorous as though taken in the form 
of meat.
